Urging proclamation of sections [in 
the action of Parliament which created 
the Wheat Board, to enable the Board 
to handle the whole of the Canadian 
wheat crop of 19387, the following 
resolution, adopted by the executive 
of the United Farmers of Alberta 
ieee over by Robert Gardiner, 

as been forwarded to the Hon. Wil- 
liam Euler, the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce at Ottawa, and to the 
Prime Minister, Rt. Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King. Mr. King will 
shortly return to Canada from the 


- Imperial Conference, and it is hoped 
the handling of : 


that the problem o 
the crop of this year will receive his 
earliest attention upon his return to 
Canadian soil. 


The Resolution 


The resolution, which was forwarded 
to the Ministers by Norman F. Priest- 
ley, Vice-President of the U.F.A., 
reads in full as follows: 

“Whereas there was keen disap- 
pea among farmers ‘at the 
imitation placed on the operation 
of the Canada Wheat Board at the 
beginning of the 1936-37 crop year 
and the feeling now prevails that 
great loss was sustained by them 
owing to the fact that after many 

oor crops with low prices they were 
orced to sell their wheat as soon as 
harvested and therefore, before any 
substantial rise in price, an 

“Whereas we believe that the best 
interest of the grain farmers of Canada 
will be served by providing that they 
receive the average market price for 
the. year, and 

‘‘Whereas changes in the Canada 
Grain Act or the Wheat Board Act 
arising out of the Turgeon Commission 
report cannot take place before the 
next session of parliament; 

‘‘Therefore, be it resolved, that we 
urgently ask the Government to pro- 
nde for the effective operation of the 
Wheat Board for the marketing of 
the 1937 crop and urge the Government 
to proclaim those clauses of the Act 
as passed by Parliament which would 
give to the Board full powers to handle 
the whole of the Canadian wheat 
crop.”’ 
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The Alberta Motor Association will. 
ask the Government to make partial 
refunds of motor licenses in cases 
where cars can be used for only part 
of the year.

Urge Government to 
Re-establish Credit 


Hail Insurance Board 

Declaring that the Municipal Hail 
Insurance plan has been of great 
advantage to the farmers, enabling 
them to insure their crops more 
cheaply than in any other way, the 
U.F.A. Executive has strongly urged 
the Provincial Government to “re- 
establish the credit of the Board and 
enable it to function for the present 
crop season.’”’ 

The Board had previously announced 
its inability to function for the present 
season, owing to the fact that it could 
not raise money from the banks on the 
strength of a guarantee by the Alberta 
Government. = 
“ Letters to Premier Aberhart and 
Hon. Solon Low, Provincial Treasurer, 
stressing the need for immediate action, 
have. been sent following the decision 
of the Executive by Norman F. Priest- 
ley, Vice-President, who states in part: 
“Following the most serious crop 
failure in our history thousands of 
farmers are absolutely unable to pay 
the cash premiums required by the 
line insurance companies for even the 
most modest coverage.’’

Political Exchangez 


Political exchanges featured discus- 
sion on relief estimates, with J. J. 
Bowlen forced to withdraw”a charge 
that one member of the House at least 
had advised persons to go on relief, 
when another relief recipient had been 
sent to jail because his wife earned 
some money in a laundry. 

Mr. Bowlen, refused to name the 
member in the House, but offered to 
give the Premier or Minister the name, 
and declined to withdraw when or- 
dered to do so by Chairman Roy 
Taylor, whereupon the committee 
voted to rise and report the matter 
to. Mr..Speaker, who ordered a with- 
drawal.

APPEAL COURT AND DEBT LEGISLATION 


Finding Provincial Debt Reduction Act Unconstitutional

E are at least learning some- 
thing about the British North 
America Act these days. And 


incidentally it is proving rather more 
of a hurdle than those people antici- 
pated in 1935 when they calmly said 
that, if a majority of the a of 
the Province wanted anything, the 
Constitution would not stand in the 
way. 

Ten days ago the Appeal Court of 
the Province by a unanimous decision 
of five judges upheld the decision of 
Mr. Justice Ewing that The Reduction 
and Settlement of Debts Act was 
unconstitutional. The fact that The 
Reduction and Settlement of Debts 
Act was set aside is not of so much 
moment. 
accepted that as a fact. I doubt if the 
Government itself really expected any 
The, importance of the 
decision lies in the far reaching effect 


of the reasons for judgment of the 


Court. 
Province Cannot Touch Interest 


For unlike Mr. Justice Ewing, the 
Court.of Appeal did not stop at saying 
the Act is bad because it is essentially 
an interest reducing Bill. Even on 
this point the Court went farther than 
the trial judge for its judgment declares 
there is no dual jurisdiction over inter- 
est resting in both Province and Do- 
minion but interest is a subject on 
which the Dominion alone can legislate. 
“The Act is.as already indicated, 
essentially, not incidentally, legislation 
on the subject of interest, a field in 


Most people had already. 


which the Legislature has no right to 
enter whether the Dominion Parlia- 
ment has or has not.” So in the 
opinion of that Court the Province 
has no.power whatever to deal with 
interest. 


Debts Outside Province 

But the Court of Appeal went 
farther. It held that the Province 
has no right to reduce debts held 
outside the Province. A great many 

rivate debts are held outside the 

rovince—many mortgages and agree- 
ments for sale are held by companies 
quite outside the Province. Any 
attempt therefore to pass any Provin- 
cial law to cut debts generally will be 
met at the outset by the fact that the 
highest Court of this Province has said 
there are some debts—those held 
outside the Province—which the Prov- 
ince cannot touch. 


Federal Act Has Precedence 

Again the Appeal Court has said 
that the Province cannot legislate so 
as to conflict with the Farmers’ Credi- 
tors Arrangement Act or the Bankrupt- 
cy Act. Until the decision is over- 
ruled therefore itis now settled that 
any settlements made by the Board of 
Review under the Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act cannot be affected 
by any Provincial Act. Neither can 
any Provincial Act stop a creditor 
from applying to put a man or com- 
pany in bankruptcy if such an _ indi- 
vidual or company comes within the 
provisions of the Bankruptcy Act. 
Farmers cannot be forced into bank-

ruptcy (unless they have applied under 
the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act). Business men can and so can 
companies. Here is another. weakness 
to any attempt to pass legislation 
affecting all debtors. Once the Province 
has to admit that there are a substan- 
tial percentage of debts it has no power 
to deal with, its legislation becomes 
discriminatory and uncertain. ~ 
Still again the Appeal Court. held 
the Act was bad because Section 12 
rte to the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
ouncil power by Order in Council to 
exclude certain persons from. the 
operation of the Act. In other words 
the Court said the Executive Council 
is a purely administrative body and 
only the Legislature can say who is 
bound by the Act. and who is not. 
Now this is a very important finding 
for there is a growing tendency these 
days for the Legislature to set up 


‘Boards with wide powers to pass 


regulations which are really legislative 
enactments in themselves. It is sig- 
nificant that at about the same time 
Judge Manson in British Columbia 
held the B. C. Marketing Act uncon-: 
stitutional on the same ground. One 
wonders just how long some other 
legislation will last, if tested in the 
Courts. We will probably have some 
other lessons in constitutional law. 
Should Make Haste 

I have in this column consistently 
recommended any farmer with a ser- 
ious debt problem to make application 
under the Farmers’ Creditors Arrange- 
ment Act. I still say so. It is the 
only certain course, and from what we 
learn of the attitude of Eastern mem- 
bers in the Dominion House we may 
not have that long. If I were a farmer 
with a load of debt that had to be 
adjusted I would establish a record 
in the speed with which I-would now 
stop waiting for the Province to go a’ 
little better and instead would make 
my application and get before the 
Board .of Review.

V.R.—The consent.of the owner of 
land is necessary before a tenant can 
obtain seed grain advances for the 
reason that a Lien must be registered 
against the property for the value 
If there is a crop 
failure and the tenant is not able to 
ay for the seed grain the amount 
ecomes a charge upon the land and 


_it is felt that this charge should ‘not 


be registered without the owner’s 
consent. Your liabilities therefore in 
the event of a crop failure would be 
the amount of the seed grain lien 
charged against the land which must 
ultimately be paid. 


Absentee Land Owner 

W.K.—As you reside outside the 
Province some of the Provincial legis- 
lation protecting debtors such as the 
‘Provincial Moratorium does not help 
ou. It is understood that a new 

ebt Adjustment Act is to be passed 
at the present Session. Whether it 
will help debtors resident out of the 
Province cannot as yet be said. My 
advice to you would be that you refer 
your Agreement for Sale to someone 
in the Province to see what settlement 
can be arranged with your vendor by 
direct negotiation. A synopsis of the 
new Debt Adjustment Act will prob- 
ably appear in this column in the 
next issue. If this helps: you in any 
way I will remember your enquiry,

To Issue Statements re Debt 
Legislation and Marketing

William Irvine and Robert Gardiner, 
were elected President and Vice- 
President respectively of the Alberta 
Council of the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation at a meeting of 
the Council held in the U.F.A. Central 
Office, Calgary, last Saturday. F. J. 
White, former Labor M.L.A., 
elected Secretary-Treasurer. 

These three officers will constitute 
the Executive of the Council for the 
coming year. Mr. Gardiner is Presi- 


- dent of the U.F.A., Mr. White Presi- 


dent of the “Labor Party and Mr. 
Irvine President of the C.C.F. Clubs, 
the three branches of the movement 
which together constitute the Federa- 
tion in this Province. 

The appointments were made upon 
the announcement by Norman Priest- 
ley of his retirement from the position 
of President which he has held since 
the Council was formed, and by 
Elmer E. Roper, Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Council since its inception, of 
his retirement. 


Mass Meetings and Radio 


The Executive will be faced with 
immediate and important responsi- 
bilities. On instructions of the Council 
they will arrange for a series of mass 
meetings to be held at centres through- 
out the Province for discussion of the 
principles and policies of the Federa- 
tion. They have also beet entrusted 
with the task of arranging if possible 
for a regular series of weekly broad- 
casts. 

One of their first undertakings 
will be the preparation and submis- 
sion to the public of the most 
complete information as to the 
powers of the Alberta Legislature 
to deal with the subject of indebt- 
edness, with a view, especially, to 
devising measures to handle this 
problem effectively through legis- 
lation which will stand every test 
and challenge. 


Another major task will be the 
dissemination of carefully prepared 
statements setting forth the most 
effective means by which marketing 
of farm products can be provided for 
by the Province of Alberta, to assure 
the producer a maximum share of the 
consumers’ dollar. 

The Council will further investigate 
and submit plans for the provision 
of Ancrenser smpiey ment by. the carry- 
ing out of o pacee works problem 
under the jurisdiction of the Province. 

The general political situation was 
reviewed and it was announced that 
while various groups have stated their 
intention of making representations 
to other political groups, the Council 
have not received any such representa- 
tions and have therefore no statement 
to make in regard to .the matter. 
If representations should be received, 
then, it was stated, would be the time 
for the Council to deal with them.

.The Western Farm Leader will

the season a crop report, based on 
an independent and carefully con~ 
ducted survey of conditions as 
they stand at the beginning of the 
week in which we go to press. 


Crop a is an uncertain 
undertaking he reason is the 
fickleness of the weather. A _ great 


deal of time and trouble may be 
spent on compiling a crop report and 
before the results appear in print a 
rain may come along and change the 
whole picture. Likewise ample mois- 
ture may appear available to crops 
when a report is compiled and a few 
days of blistering sun and hot winds 
may dry out the moisture and wilt 
the grain. 

With an understanding of our 
dilemma established among readers, 
we proceed to amplify a description of 
conditions in Alberta as they appear 
on June 14th. Last week a series of 
rains drove across southern Alberta. 
The heaviest precipitation was along 
the foothills, extending eastward for 
fifty miles or so, from the border on 
the south to 100 miles north of Calgary. 
About an inch of rain, more or less, 
fell over the drier eastern and south- 
eastern section on Friday of last week. 
The whole south was fairly well cov- 
ered. This moisture was a life-saver, 
but to say it will make a crop is talking 
nonsense. Plenty more moisture will 
be needed before harvest comes along. 


Around Edmonton rainfall was light — 


—about 1/4 inch. In the Peace block 
there was no rain and the land is 
drying out. The Peace country has 
reserves from last, autumn, which is 
more than the south has, and rain 
soon will restore things there. 

The crop is late in spite of early 
seeding. Lack of rain and a multi- 
plicity of winds kept back the growth. 
With rain the grain plants should jump 
ahead fast. Drying winds are ‘not 
wanted. Every ounce of moisture 
counts from now Fon

Marketing of all wheat of the 1937 
crop season by the Canadian Wheat 
Board is urged by the Executive of 
the United Farmers of Alberta in a 
resolution which we publish on the 
front page of this issue. 

The case for such action to cover 
the period of the marketing of the 
Canadian wheat crop produced this 
season is set forth with convincing 
force in the ‘resolution. Whatever the 
eventual recommendations of the Tur- 
geon Royal Grain Inquiry Commission, 
it will not be possible for the Dominion 
Government to implement them in 
time to provide for the handling of 
the 1937 crop. A policy for this season 
is therefore imperatively necessary, 
and the Government, by proclaiming 
clauses in the Canadian Wheat Board 
Act which give the Board compulsory 
powers, can assure the farmers the 
average price for their wheat, whatever 
the eccentricities of the market may 
prove to be. 

We believe that in. overwhelming 
numbers the farmers of the Prairie 
Provinces desire such action. 

* 


ROAD WORK CHARGES 

When serious charges concerning the 
administration of a Government De- 
partment are made, it is always the 
part of wisdom for the Government, 
if it regards the charges as frivolous, 
to demand and insist upon an imme- 
diate and searching investigation. 

And if there should be more or less 
substance to the charges, it is still the 
part of wisdom to take immediate 
action. - For if action be not taken, the 
reputation of a whole Government may 
suffer as the result of the conduct, per- 
haps, of one Minister or his subordi- 
nates. From the standpoint of political 
expediency alone it is wiser to sacrifice 
one member of a Government, if that 
sacrifice should be found to be neces- 
sary, than to endanger all, and endanger 
as well the public policies for which 
the Government is sponsor. : 

We have written only of political 
expediency. But there is such a thing 
cas a Government’s duty to the public. 
This imperatively requires the insti- 
tuting of speedy investigation, to deal 
with specific charges. 

To insist that no specific charge 
should be investigated unless at the 
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same time an inquiry can be made into 
the whole ‘history of road construction 
over. a period of thirty-two years 


_ would be virtually to burke all effec- 


tive inquiry. What the Minister must 
be concerned with, what the public 


must be concerned with, is the definite : 


and positive charge of maladministra- 
tion made in respect to particular pro- 
jects or a particular project. 

When the Beauharnois scandal was 
brought to light by Robert Gardiner 
and E. J. Garland, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment of the day might of course 
have insisted that an investigating body 
should be set up for the purpose of 
examining the records of all previous 
administrations. Most of the witnesses 
needed by investigators would of course 
have been found to be dead, and the 
investigating body would in any event 
have been endowed with a life-time 
job (or a job lasting at least the life- 
time of a Parliament). 

._But if Mr. Mackenzie King had 
made any such suggestion, even the 
ranks of his own party would soon 
have been in revolt. 3 

* * * 

When during the Farmer regime, in 

the spring of 1933, certain vague charg- 
es respecting road work were made in 
the Alberta Legislature, the Minister 
of Public Works of that day did not 
hesitate an instant. He himself moved 
immediately that the whole matter of 
the roadwork administration be re- 
ferred to the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee of the Legislature. 
_ It was on his motion that an investi- 
gation was made. It was thorough, 
and it resulted in the complete vindi- 
cation of the Minister, the Government, 
and his Department. 

Members of three of the opposition 
groups definitely associated themselves 
with the vindication of the Department 
while one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the party from whose leader 
the charges emanated, dissociated him- 
self entirely from the charges. The 
consistently clean record of the Gov- 
ernment was established. 

* * * 

If the charges against the present 
Government are unwarranted, the Goy- 
ernment will be strengthened by search- 
ing public inquiry into the facts. 

If they should be warranted, in so far 
as any one Department is concerned, 
the Government, in the long run, will

A SCORE FOR GENERAL FRANCO 
From “A London Diary’’ in 

ndon, Eng. 

I find Dominion delegates to the Imperial 
Conference astonished at the lengths to 
which the British Government is prepared to 
go in tenderness to Fascist susceptibilities. 
They are most angry and shocked by the 


really surprising behavior of the : Foreign 


Secretary at the League Council meeting 
last week. 

Not content with requesting British 
press correspondents to give as little prom- 
inence as possible to the Spanish dossier 
of German and Italian aggression in Spain, 
Mr. Eden went to the length of publicly 
humiliating the New Zealand representative 
in order to prevent his making a proposal 
which no loyal member of the League could 
in decency have opposed, but which might 
have proved embarrassing to Britain’s 
policy of one-sided non-intervention. 

I can find no reference to the incident in 
the British press, save in the columns of the 
Daily Worker; but the facts have been given 
me by an independent eye-witness. In New 
Zealand, at any rate, they are sufficient to 
blast for good our gentlemanly Foreign 
Secretary’s reputation. 


Acting on the instructions of his Govern- © 


ment, whose attitude towards Britain’s be- 
trayal of the Collective System is increasingly 
critical, Mr. Jordan, the New Zealand repre- 
sentative at Geneva, had drafted notes for a 
speech in which he ‘proposed to emphasize 
the gravity of the evidence submitted by 
Senor del Vayo, to expose frankly the short- 
comings of ‘‘non-intervention,”’ and to urge 
the Council to appoint a Committee with 
instructions to remain in permanent session, 
to watch .the doings of the London Non- 
Intervention Committee and, if withdrawal of 
non-Spanish combatants were not secured 
within a month, to report back to the Council 
with a view to more forcible collective action 
under Article X of the Covenant. 

‘Rumors of Mr. Jordan’s intention led first 
to intensive pressure (‘‘the situation is much 
more delicate than you realise’) from Mr. 
Eden’s underlings. This proved unavailing, 
and the New Zealand representative was 
sitting at the Council table, his notes before 
him, awaiting his turn to speak, when Mr. 
Eden himself left his place and leaning over 
Mr. Jordan’s shoulder spent ten minutes 
vigorously editing his notes. Passages were 
erased, amendments and interpolations writ- 
ten in, the notes left in great confusion and 
disarray. As a result, Mr. Jordan, who is 
too old a man not to be flustered and “put 
off his stroke’? by such treatment, rose to 
speak, began well, floundered among his 
emasculated and entangled notes, ended by 
never making his point at all. Certainly a

have much more to gain by facing the 
issue, and taking the appropriate steps 
in dealing with irregularities, if any, 
than by seeking delay. 


We don’t know what Mr. C. F. 
Powell’s view of the matter may be, 
and of course it is outside his jurisdic- 
tion, and he will be in the embarrassing 
position of being unfree to speak. But 
he is trained in the British tradition, 
and we incline to think that he must 
wish to see cleared up, in the interests 
of the cause he represents, any situation 
which may tend to impede progress in 
the implementing of his plans.

“That’s true,’”’? Buffington spoke up 
sharply. ‘‘The standard of living on 
this island certainly has been raised;

Heroic efforts by father and mother 
saved the three children of the Harold 
Anderson family, near Cardston, when 
their house burned down on Tuesday, 
but Mrs. Anderson lost her life and her 
husband also was seriously burned. 

More care should be. exercised in 
preventing unqualified. pilots from 
carrying passengers in aeroplanes, 
according to the finding of the jury 
on the death of Mrs. E. Webster and 
C. W. Lock of Calgary. Mrs. Webster 
was a passenger in the plane and Lock 
its pilot when eyewitnesses, including 
Mrs. Webster’s son and daughter, 
saw it drop to earth. 

Charging that road building costs 
in Alberta during the past eighteen 
months were the highest in the history 
of the Province, J. J. Bowlen, M.L.A., 
demanded a complete inquiry by the 
Public Accounts Committee into the 
facts behind the figures included in 
the recent report of the Provincial 
Auditor. This showed that <aiega 
on the Leduc-Millet highway ha 
cost 33 cents per cubic yard, whereas 
the average cost in previous years 
was 12 to 14 cents, and that contractors 
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had been paid $114,530 of a tota 
$276,957, for rental of equipment, 
hire of horses and feeding of workmen. 
As reported in our Edmonton corres- 
pondence, the demand was rejected. 

Municipalities should not be respon- 
sible for relief nor hospitalization for 
families resident less than two years, 
according toa resolution of the Union 
of Alberta Municipalities which asked 
the Province to assume responsibility 
during the two-year period. The 
Union, meeting in Edmonton’ last 
week, elected as president Mayor 
Fox of Innisfail (succeeding A. Smeaton 
of Lethbridge, who presided). 

Statements of Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
at a meeting in Camrose constituency, 
that conferences had taken place in 
Ottawa between D. M. Duggan, Con- 
servative Leader, and Hon. C. Cock- 
roft, former Provincial Treasurer, have 
been strongly denied by both. Mr. 
Duggan stated in the Legislature 
that he had not been in Ottawa in 
three years and had not conferred with 
Mr. Cockroft at any place. ‘‘I am the 
last one to say the honorable gentle- 
man has deliberately lied,’’ he added, 
“Our traditional rules prevent such 
freedom of speech.’’

EDMONTON, June 15th, — On 
Wednesday, April 14th, Alberta’s Leg- 
islative Assembly adjourned with the 
Government’s fate in the balance, 
provisional supply permitted only 
until July ist and the Premier’s 
followers split into two bitterly con- 
tentious camps. 

Budget Goes Through 

On Monday, June 14th, the official 
budget went through the House un- 
changed by an Overwhelming register 
and an amendment of non-confidence 
proposed by J. H. Tremblay (Lib.) 
Grouard. was turned down by a divi- 
sion of 40 to 7. The Assembly imme- 
diately went into committee of the 
whole and began consideration of the 


- $16,000,000 or more required by way 


of taxation income during the present 
fiscal year. 

Significant was the absence from 
the chamber when the vote was 
called on the Tremblay motion of at 
least thirteen members who took an 
active part in opposing the leadershi 
wand policies of Mr. Aberhart, bot 
during the initial portion of the session 
and during the eight weeks’ recess. 

Another seven of the recognized 
insurgent group lined up against the 
opposition and voted confidence in 
the government. Four Liberals and 
two Conservatives were joined by 
James Hansen, 8.C., Taber, who has 
refused to attend recent government 
caucuses and who sits as an inde- 
pendent in the House. 


What Caused Startling Change? 


What caused this startling change 
in the Legislature’s political setup? is 


a question which challenges public 
curiosity. . 
One week ago insurgents were 


militant and determined that in the 
interests of progress and amity Pre- 
mier Aberhart should go. 

With the “big blowup” expected 
when the House resumed on June 
7th the Premier and Cabinet obviously 
were nervous at the prospect. Mr. 
Aberhart asked for an adjournment 
of another week in order to have a 
report on the success of the London 
trip of G. L. MacLachlan, Coronation, 
who as chairman of the new Social 
Credit Board went overseas to inter- 
view Major C. H. Douglas, father of

Details of Pledge 


Members were asked to agree that 
they would ‘‘avoid all recriminations 
for the past and provocative utter- 
ances in the future,’”’ and 60 per cent 
of the Assembly had to sign the 
pledges to make it effective. By 
Monday night more than 50 of the 
members -had turned in their pledges, 
the majority of insurgents signing up, 
with the exceptions of such members 
as A. L. Blue, Ribstone, James Hansen, 
Taber, S. A. G. Barnes, Edmonton, 
and A.-E. MacLennan, Innisfail. Op- 


position members also were to be 


asked to sign. 

Admitting himself to be an ‘‘expert 
technician,” Mr. Powell iti de- 
clared Monday that the Social redit 
board was a master stroke and he 
commended the Government for its 
inception. He stated “It seems safe 
to predict that Albertans will soon be 
enjoying all they want of that vast 
wealth, cultural and real, which is 
their deserved inheritance.” : 

The budget debate oneay occupied 
less than two hours with A. W. 
Flamme, 8.C., Cypress, one of the 
former insurgents, resuming. He 
declared he was ready to bury the 
hatchet and give the Social Credit 
board a trial. J. H. Tremblay casti- 
gated the Government for failing to 
implement their promises on payment 
of dividends, charged that unemploy- 
ment was worse than when they took 
office and that taxation’ had been 
greatly increased instead of lowered 
as promised, and that nothing had 
been done to abolish poverty in the 
midst of plenty, He clashed with 
Government members throughout his 
address and finished by moving an 
amendment that the House had no 
more confidence in the ability of the 
Government to properly spend supplies 
granted to His Majesty. 

No Change in Budget 

Chas. Holder, 8.C., St. Albert, spoke 
in support of the Government, and 
the debate was closed when Hon. 
Solon Low, Provincial Treasurer, re- 
viewed criticism and defended the 
year's heavy levy. No change in the 
udget was suggested, nor was any 


modification of the tax schedule pro- — 


posed. The Minister hoped some 
method of refunding debts would be 
established after the royal commission 
proposed for investigation of Provin- 
cial taxation and finance had reported. 
Apportioning monies to the sinking 
fund was inadvisable, Mr. Low be- 
lieved, when such sums had to be 
obtained by borrowings. He hoped 
provision would soon be made for 
paying off the savings certificates.

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A STORY OF THE NEW PALESTINE 


Warwick Farm 
Edgerton, Alberta. 
Dear Farm Women: 

Possibly it is because so many of 
us have come from other parts of the 
world to build up homes that we have 
a particular interest in the stories of 
such attempts. Dorothy Ruth Kahn 
in “Spring Up, O Well” (Jonathan 
Cape, Thirty Bedford Square, London) 
has written a most interesting story 
of the settling of Palestine and written 
it in a most vivid manner. Naturall 
the story of the settlements whic 
have been recently made and are 
being made in that country differs 
very materially from those inspired 
by the building up of this country. 

The author herself was an assimilated 
American Jewess, but after her friend- 
ship with an Orthodox Jew she was 
confirmed in her belief that she under- 
stood the Jews and was a Jew. Her 
sister took the stand that she did not 
like the Jews and married a Gentile. 


Problem of Readjustment 


To so many of the Jews, coming to 
Palestine was a returning to their 
spiritual home. It was the satisfying 
of a life-time of longing. Later, how- 
ever after the Hitler purge, many 
Jews came who had forgotten they 
were Jews and whose families had 
been in Germany for years. Some 
have found a great satisfaction in the 
new life and some can never be com- 
forted. They were too old when the 
tragedy came into their lives. For- 
tunately, to the children Palestine 
soon becomes home and Hebrew their 
language. In any case, they have 
brought much in education and train- 
ing to their new homes. In fact, it is 
almost a question as to whether the 
German culture will not swamp the 
Hebrew. 

The financial crash in America has 
also swelled the number of settlers. 
Some who in the prosperous days in a 
burst of patriotism had invested in 


land in Palestine found when the crash 
came that was their only asset. 

The author is most frank in her 
descriptions and comments. She tells 
of the disappointments of some who 
had lived to come to this country. 
She tells of the spiritual and physical 
satisfaction it was to others. She 
herself was one of the fortunate ones 
who fell in love with it. But she 
was sane enough to see its short- 
comings and wise enough to laugh at 
its mistakes. She does not fall into 
the error of thinking that no adverse 
comment must be made if one loves. 
She realizes that no place is perfect 
and neither are any people. It is too 
bad the enthusiasts for some other 
countries could not write with the 
same sanity. Then one might more 
willingly believe the truth of its 
accomplishments rather than be filled 
with half-doubts. 


New City of Mushroom Growth 


The new city of Tel Aviv, a sea-side 
city of mushroom growth which is 
entirely Jewish, is described. It is a 
city beloved by some and hated by 
others. But the story of its building 
rivals the stories of the boom days of 
the West. 

Then the author takes us to Jerusa- 
lem, to its Jews with their gregarious- 
ness, the English with their snob- 
bishness and the Moslems with their 
peculiar social customs. She pictures 
its charm and its slower growth. Many 
find the old city to be the pulse of 
Jerusalem and to others it is a dead 
limb. It is as she says, a museum 
which to some is a provocative living 
measuring rod while to’ others it is 
stagnation. 

We are taken by the story to the 
communal land settlements. These 


were. started by Jews who believed’ 


the salvation of that people lay in 
their returning to the soil. From all 
over the world they have come to 
this life on the land where the work

A chapter is devoted by the author 
to the city life which had allured many 
who had come with the intention of 
returning to the simple life of the soil. 
Her analysis of this situation is very 
fair and very interesting. 

As yet, she feels it is too early 
to expect a culture from this new life. 
As yet any art must reflect the old 
life in other lands. In every direction, 
however, she found promise of new 
life and new culture. The book closes 
with the description of the celebration 
of the finding of water in the deep 
well. From the book of Numbers 
the verse, “Spring Up, O Well’ is 
taken, and the orchestra plays and 
the chorus sings. 

It is a most sympathetic and under- 
standing book. One may pass on the 
facts but not the style and the feeling. 
I hope you may all have the pleasure 
of reading it some time.

REPORTS ON FARM 
YOUTH PROBLEMS 


Membership Increased, but. Much 
Greater Numerical Strength 
Is Needed 


URGES BROAD OUTLOOK 


Common Struggle for Benefit of 
Farm Young People— 
Spain’s Fight for Democracy 


‘Reporting increased membership in 
1937 to date as compared with the 
corresponding period last year, and 
pointing out that the Junior U.F.A. 
with its 800 members is the largest 
farm youth organization in Alberta, 
Miss. Margaret Archibald, President 
of the Junior organization, in her 
address to the seventh annual business 
session of the organization in Ed- 
monton on Monday, declared that 
this was not enough. 

“Every one of us,’ she declared, 
“‘should go home from this conference 
determined to build up his or her 
Local to the fullest ezxtent.’’ 


Three Ways to Increase Usefulness 


Miss Archibald, who ‘was received 
with applause, outlined in the course 
of her report the work carried on 
during the past year, and suggested 
three means by which the strength 
and usefulness of the Farm Young 
People’s organization might be greatly 
increased. 

‘‘First,’”’ she said, ‘‘the idea must 
be given to those farm youth outside 
our organization that our problems 
and desires are the same, that we 
are fighting a common enemy, and 
that co-operatively within a Junior 
local, their voices together with ours 
can and will have some effect. 

‘‘Secondly, make our outlook broad- 
er. Invite and encourage to join, all 
farm youth regardless of their political 
belief —-in the hope that through their 
association with us and through their 
study of present day problems together 
with study of the C.C.F. program, that 
they may see eye to eye with us in this 


‘common struggle. 


‘*Thirdly, make your meetings inter- 
esting. To help along in this line, I, 
with the help of the Senior Committee 
on Junior work, have drafted a month- 
ly program for this purpose. We 


submit it to you and hope that it will | 


be the answer, in part at least, to the 
problem of how to make meetings 
interesting. 
include in it a balanced portion of 
social, educational, vocational and recre- 
ational activities, so that it would 
appeal in one phase or another to 
all farm youth.”’ 


C.C.F. Provincial Program 


Miss Archibald expressed pleasure 
that the last Annual Convention of 
the U.F.A. had decided to remain in 
politics. ‘‘From this decision,’ she 
said, ‘‘was born the Provincial C.C.F. 
program, an outline of specific things 
that can and should be done within 
our Province. It is our duty as United 
Farm Young People to study this 
proposed program carefully and send 
along our criticisms or recommenda- 
tions to Central Office. Each delegate 
should see that this is done in his or 
her Local.” 

Referring to Mrs. R. Price’s seven- 
teen years’ work as an officer of the 
United Farm Women of Alberta, prior 
to her retirement from the presidency 
in January, Miss Archibald said she 
would miss her personally, as would 
the organization as a whole. Appre- 
ciation was expressed of a kind letter 
which Mrs. Price had written, express; 
ing kindest wishes to all attending the 
Conference. 

Mrs. Price, said the speaker, has 
in Mrs. Malloy, the new President, an 
able successor, a young woman to 
whom the young people could look for 
sympathetic understanding of the part 
they were to play in the movement,

Diabetes 

V.H.L.—Would you give me infor- 
mation through your veterinary column 
for the following ailment of 12-year- 
old mare? Eats well, drinks a lot of 
water, but is thin in flesh and passes 
urine very often. Has not much 
strength; soon tires. 

Answer: This is a form of diabetes. 
Iodine is the best remedy. To a 1200 
pound horse, give one dram of iodine 
crystals. This can be mixed with 
linseed meal and given in the form 
of a ball. One dose is usually sufficient; 
if not, repeat in three or four days. 
Follow this with teaspoonful doses of 
Bicarbonate of soda three times a 
day for a week. This condition is 
usually caused by indigestion or im- 
proper food. 

Blood in Milk 

High River, Alta.—One of my cows 
gives blood in the milk. What causes 
Ne and what do you advise to stop 
it 

Answer. — Bloody milk may be 
caused by an injury, inflammation or 
congestion of the udder; also eating 


_ certain foods will cause this condition. 


It is advisable to give a physic of 
ea Salts, then. give two teaspoons- 
ful of thé following, night and morning: 
Potassium nitrate 4 ounces, potassium 
chlorate 2 ounces; mix well. Where 
the bag is congested or inflamed, 
bathe well with hot water.

An Improper Method 
(The Hanna Herald) 


Blanket. debt legislation is ill-ad- 
vised, unfair and harmful. Alberta 
people need expect no permanent 
advantage from such laws. On the 
contrary they will do irremediable 
harm. 

Most people are honest. The great 
majority of debtors want to pay. 
Alberta people are not the chisellers 
and defaulters that they now appear 
to be before the eyes of Canada and 
of the world. 

There are a considerable number of 
Alberta farmers, however, who simply 
cannot meet their mortgage obliga- 
tions. Bad crops and low prices over 
half a dozen years have robbed them 
of their earning power. These people 
have special consideration. 

The way Manitoba and Saskatche- 

wan tackled the problem of farm 
mortgage indebtedness was reasonable 
and sensible. First they got the 
interest rate cut to six per cent, which 
is where it should be. Then they 
arranged with the lending institutions 
for adjustments in instances where 
arrears of interest had accumulated. 
This erased the debtor’s name from 
the role of those in arrears and gave 
him a fresh start and a new encourage- 
ment. 
In Saskatchewan alone fifteen mil- 
lion dollars were written off mortgage 
indebtedness through commonsense 
co-operation, and a comparative 
amount was relieved from debtors’ 
backs in Manitoba. 

In Alberta today no debtor knows 
for sure whether he has been relieved 
of a cent of accumulated indebtedness. 
Blanket debt legislation has been a 
curse rather than a blessing. 

A man who can pay should pay. A 
man who can’t pay should be aided. 
Blanket debt vagulation does not work 
that way. A plan of compromise and 
adjustment does work that way. 

Alberta is not completely down and 
out—sunk for alltime. This province 
can and will come back. The time will 
come when our farmers will again 
require credit. That is something our 
people should never forget. 

So let us handle the present prob- 
lem of debts in a reasonable, sensible 
and decent manner. Let us follow 
sound British tradition and example. 
Let us forget this South American idea 
of default and blanket debt legislation.

The prairies of Southern Alberta 
were buffalo pastures for centuries. 
The hardy, nutritious ‘‘buffalo’”’ frase, 
which so liberally be-sprinkled the 
open range, curing on its stem, pro- 
vided abundant food for the vast 
herds of buffalo which ranged there 
year after year. 


Nearly two generations ago the 
cattlemen invaded these natural pas- 
tures and for a period the prairies 
became a stock country. apital 
came from Great Britain and the 
United States to provide the nucleus 
of great herds of beef cattle. The 
long reaches of the prairies and the 
foothill country, lifting towards the 
Rockies, re-echoed to the songs of 
the cowboys, and witnessed many a 
notable round-up.’

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Canada’s War-Time Prime Minister Dies 


Following a heart attack rather more than 
three weeks ago, Sir Robert Laird Borden, Canada’s 
war-time Prime Minister, died in Ottawa last week. 
The veteran statesman would have been 83 years 
of age on June 26th. 

Borden first became Prime Minister in 1911, 
when as leader of the Conservative party he 
assailed the policy of reciprocity with the United 
States proposed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Another 
controversial issue was naval policy, Borden 


| 
standing for a direct contribution of two dread- 
naughts to Great Britain. 

In office when war broke out in 1914, Borden 
later formed a coalition cabinet, winning the 
war-time election of 1917 on the issue of con- 
scription. He was ge (yee during the war. He 
attended the Peace Conference with the late 
Arthur Sifton and Newton Wesley Rowell, and 
signed the treaty in behalf of Canada. He upheld 
the principle of equal status for the Dominions. 


On his subsequent retirement Sir Robert became 
actively associated with the League of Nations 
Society in Canada, and he was a strong supporter 
of the policy of collective security for which the 
League stands, or was supposed to stand. In 
recent years he has lived quietly, always retaining 
his interest in Canadian world affairs. The picture

While German and Italian forces, with arms and aeroplanes, have 
at last broken through Bilbao’s defences, the Spanish Government con- 
tinues to make gains on the Madrid front. The map illustrates the military 
situation near the Spanish capital. The arrows show where offensive 
operations are being carried on by the government with a view to relieving 
the pressure on Madrid and weakening the rebels’ offensive against the 
Basques. The Government front is buttressed on the north by the Guad- 
arrama mountains. Loyal troops have pressed down the far slopes towards 
Segovia and reached La Granja. Ras 4 are now being deployed on high 
ground to the west and government heavy artillery is shelling Segovia 
and the towns of San Rafael and El Espinar. Thevsalient at La Granja 
may be widened out by an a@dvance on the west. The battle-front forms 
an almost fantastic salient towards Avila. Government troops are 
pressing in the neighborhood of Aravaca and the Minister of War promises 
that the loyalists soon will be in a position to launch a major offensive. 
But the' rebels depend on Hitler and Mussolini.
